Police Chief, a detective and a traffic 
officer were shot to death in a run 
battle here last Bight. 
The murderer 
escaped and had not been captured 
early today. 
The dead are Chief of Police Dan 
Hayes, Chief of Detectives Cene Cas­ 
sidy, Traffic Officer Wm. Kohrt. 
The kultur followed an attempt to 
arrest John Webb, at Nelson, Minne­ 
sota against whom a statutory charge 
had been made by his eighteen year 
old son Leonard. 
The son alleged 
his 
father 
committed 
the 
offense 
against a thirteen year old daughter, 
Alice. 
The trio of officers went to Webb’s 
home. 
As Hayes opened the door he 
was shot through the heart. 
Cassidy 
rushed up and was shot through a 
shoulder and died a few minutes later. 
Kohrt was also shot 
through 
th*' 
shoulder when he rushed 
into 
th* 
house. He was brought to a hospital 
here and died a few hours later. 
Webb fled towards Wilkins, Minne­ 
sota and a posse followed. 
More than 
one thousand men joined in the search 
but at an early hour today it had 
been fruitless. They were instructed 
to shoot to kill. 
Webb is a widower with six chil­ 
dren. 
He was said to 
have 
acted 
strange lately and last night terror­ 
ized his family. 
The children spent 
the night in the woods.

The Duluth tank corps Are fight­ 
ers on the north shore of Lake Su­ 
perior are to return today or tomor­ 
row, it was said.

Writer Points Out How Information 
of Great Value to Community 
Could Be 8pread. 


W hat are the “points” of cities? How 
shall we compare one with another, 
urn!, allowing for geographic, climatic 
and economic limitations, describe tin* 
curve of possible ascent for the one 
we love best? H ere is where we must 
establish standards. 
Vaguely we recognize these types In 
our common reference to a ”/a* tory 
town,” u “mining town” or a “county 
sent” and ho on. 
But, ail to a factory 
town or any other kind that we want 
to know about and Improve, how does 
It compare with others? 
We need a little book on “What Is a 
city ?” It should be a cheap little Ismk 
that everybody can buy, u simple little 
book thut every I* oily can understand, 
a sort of civic primer. 
Suppose we live, as so many of us 
do, in an ordinary, medium-sized town. 
Our “city book" should inform us that 
normal town, with the number of 
Inhabitants our town tins, should hnv<* 
such and such functions, adding to the 
simple requirements of the small vil­ 
lage those other nm! mon* varied func­ 
tions which Hie larger population of 
our town nsjulres hikI can support.
